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MANIFESTO; containing 
the Reasons which indu- 
ced his Czarifh Majefty to march 
with his Army into Poland. Tran- 
flated out of the German Tongue. 
We by the Grace of God, the moft illuftri- 
ous and moft Potent Czar, and great 
Duke Peter Alexiewitz, abfolute Sove- 
reign of the Greater, Leffer, and White 
Ruffia, and Hereditary Succefflor and 
Lord of feveral Principalities and Coun- 
tries in the Eaft, Weft, and Northern 
Parts of the World. 


IG NIFY hereby to the illuftrious and mag- 
nificent Senators, Dignitaries, both Spiritual 

and Temporal, and the reft of the great Of- 

ficers and Nobility of the moft Serene Re- 

‘ publick of Poland and the great Dutchy of 
Lithuania, that we purfuant to the perpetual Peace 
conc.uded formerly between both Nations, and the 
fubfe quent Alliance made with his Majefty Auguftus 
II: and the whole Republick of Poland, for a mutu- 
“al P ofecution of the War againft our common Ene- 
my, have employed our utmoft Endeavours, to oblige 
that Enemy, who has invaded the Diftreffed Repub- 
lick of Poland, to retire out of it, and to prevent 
the Effects of fuch impious Factions, as either for 
Intereft, or fear of the Enemy’s Power and Threats, 
have endeavoured thefe 2 Years paft, to dethrone 
their lawful King: We have formerly declared our 
abhorence of fuch perfidious proceedings, in a Let- 
ter fent to the whole Republick, wherein we ac- 
quainted them at the fame time, thar we were bound 
by the ftrongeft Ties of Brotherly Love and Allian- 
ces, and by our own Inclinations to defend the com- 
mon Right of Princes, to prevent fuch a horrible 
Defign which deferves the fevereft Expreffions of 
God’s Vengeance and Wrath, and that we fhould be 
obliged to look upon fuch Rebels to.their King and 
the Republick, as our Enemies, and purfue them 
with Fire and Sword: Thefe our Exhortations, and 
Warnings had fuch good Effect, at firft, that the Fire, 
which had begun to fpread it felf, feem'd extinguith’d ; 
but, as appeared foon after, it was gnly bid under 
deceitful Athes, till the Swedes did blow it up again 
jnto a fudden Flame ; and the Waywode of Pofen 
Lefcinsky was unlawfully Elected by a {mall Num- 
ber of inconfiderable Perfons to be King, contrary 
to the Sentiments of many of the Confederates that 
appeared at the Election, and in oppofition @o the 
Liberties and Rights, not only of Poland but the 
whole Univerfe ; and this deteftable Act was not on- 
ly protefted againft by the Arch Bifhop and Cardinal 
Primate Radziowfki, and other Senarors of’ the firft 
Rank, though they had at that time a quarrel with 
their lawful Prince, but the Marfhal of the Confe- 
derated Nobility could never be perfuaded to give 
his Confenr to this illegal Choice. But the Swede 
notwithftanding perfifted obftinately in his Defign, 
and exercifing an abfolure Power in the Republick, 
has compeli’d fome of the Nobillty to conclude a 


Treaty with the Swedith Envoys in the name of the 
Elected, who very fubmiifively harkens to the Li- 
tates of the Swede, Part of the forefaid Confede- 
rates indeed were taken Prifoners by their lawful King, 
and the reft were difperfed ; but not only the Di- 
ftance of our main Army, and the Animofities be- 
tween the Forces of the Republick, bur alfo the 
fmall number of the Saxons, foon after obliged the 
forenamed King Auguftus to march to Saxony with 
part of his Saxon Troops, in order to prevent the 
intended InvaGon of the Swedes inio that Electorate, 
He defigned to return {von to Poland ;_ but his Re- 
turn has hitherto been obftrucied by ihe Swedes, 
who have fhut up all the Paflages ; Vhis emboldened 
the Enemy to publifh in the Name of tie Cardinal 
Primate circular Letters, confirming the forenamed 
unlawful Election, and having called together the 


_ petty Diets the 26th of June, a General one was fum- 


mon’d to meet the rath of the next enfuing Month. 
We cannot believe, thatthefe univerfalia were iffu- 
ed by the Cardinal Primate, who being not only the 


Head of the Clergy but alfo the fiift Member of the 


Republick, was chiefly concerned, to endeavour a 
Reconciliation between the Subjects of Poland and 
their lawful Prince: So that we have reafon to think, 
that this unlawful Affembly of the Depuries of Po- 
land was purely contrived by the fubtil Enemy, as 
may partly appear by the falfe Rumours {pread by 
him, viz. Thatthe King of Pruffia defponding of Re- 


‘conciliation betwixt King Auguftus and the Swede, 


had embraced the Party of the King of Sweden and 
the elected Perfon ; the falfehood of this imputation 
is manifeft by the Letcer fent by the King of Pruifia 
to the Cardinal upon this Account ; And although 
the King of Prutlia being a neutral Prince in this 
War, has not been adverfe to the Party of the Swedes; 
ay we are affured that he will not recognize the e- 
ected Perfon, m regard it would injure all crowned 
Heads, who in this World have none above them be- 
fides the who according to his 
Holy Will and Pleafure depofes Kings and places 
others in their Room; fo that we cannot imagine 
this deteftable Practice, which is abhorréd in the 
fight of God, can be approved of Men ; evenif not 
only a {mall number but alfo all the Subjects thould 
without fufficient Caufe prefume to dethrone their 
Prince, in compliance with his Enemy's Defires 
For which Reafon we are confident, that the {aid 
Univerfalia were publifh’d by the Enemy, who there- 
in make mention of the Defolations of the Coun- 
try of Poland, and the Depredations committed up- 
onthe Holy Churches and Lands, bur the Perfons 
guilty thereof are not named; yet it was propofed 
therein to call a general Diet, to prevent fuch Grie- 
vances for the future, and that the beft Expedienc 
for that end would be toconfirm the illegal Choice of 
the Waywode of Pofen, and to depend upon the 
Promifes of the King of Sweden, as though he was 
come into Poland to preferve the violated Laws of 
the Republick. We doverily believe, that only fuch 
as are blinded by Bribes, will give any Credix to 
this cunning, dangerous and pernicious Deceit: The 
lundering the Towns and Caftles in Poland and 
Lithosaia of their Wealth, Ornaments, Ammuniti- 
on and Artillery ; the Churches and Monafteries of 
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licks; of Saints, their Ornaments, and their 
and the Oppreifions of the Waywode- 
Ships and otber Lands by intolerable Taxes exacted 
there ; fhew whaca Friend to Poland the Swede 1s, 
nocwithftandurg his Pretences that he is come into 
Poland, nor iy feck tis own Incereft, ‘but to protect 
the Republick : And by hisaffuming the Sovereignty 
of Courlaac, and giving his General Lewenhaupt 
the Title vi Vice Governor of that Country, it may 
be apprehended hie will do the like by fome fortified 
“Towns in Pruiia. Thele chings confider'd, we do 
agen declare, ihat we wili detend our Brother and 
Ally King Auguftus to the urmoft of our Power, 
by virrue of our folemo Alliances with that Psince 
and the whole Republick ; and are for that end re- 
folved upon ‘be Petition deliver’d to us in the name 
of the Republick, to advance in Perion with an Ar- 
“my into Poland, without any regard to our own In- 
rereft ; and therefore we notify to all the States of 
‘the Republick, to forbear coming to any particular 
Congrefs, or joyning themfelves with fuch as are al- 
fembled at Warlaw in favour of the Elected, on pain 
‘of being punifhed in their Perfons and Poffefions with 
Fire and Sword : And to prevetit‘any Plea of Igno- 
rance, we require all true Sons of their Native Coun- 
try, after they fhall have derected the Artifices of the 
Escmy, to lay afide their private Animofities, and to 
Act unanimoatly for their Common Good, and in or- 
der thereunto to endeavour the Expulfion of the Ene- 
my, whohas difturbed your Peace. We promife on 
our Parole. that we will Adfift you herein as a Faithful 
Allie, havitrg no Pretentions upon you : And we refti- 
fy before God, that we are advanced with our Forces 
into the Lands of the Republick, meerly upon’ pref- 
fing Invitations and Intreaties, and for the fake of 
your Intereft only ; and that we demand for the Sub- 
fiftence of our Army fuch quanties of Bread, as has 
been Stipulated in-our Alliance with the Republick, 
aud thar we will enjoyn our Forces on pain of Death 
to commit no Diforders in your Country. Webhearti- 
ly with that you will be unanimous, and open your 
Eyes to your Welfare, as the only means to recover 
your Liberty. We remain a Faithful Allie, and Af- 
fectionate Friend. Dated in our Head Quarters in 
-the Camp near Potosk, the 23d of June, 1705, and 
the 21ft Year of our Reign.
